DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Appeal Brief 



1. This action is issued in response to applicant's Appeal Brief(Paper # 9) filed 9/15/03. 

2. Prosecution is reopened. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Green(US Pat. No: 
5,664,1 10) in view of Blinn(US Pat. No:5,897,622) in view of Caveney(US Pat. No: 5,038,283) 
and further in view of Pool(US Pat. No: 6,460,020).

5. As per claims 1-21 Green teaches a remote ordering system for shipping a product from a 
remotely located distribution center(Fig 1/10-14) which also comprises data for the package 
data(col 2 lines 51-55) including shipper and shipping information(col 13 lines 9-19).Green 
teaches a method for using a computer apparatus located at an order center for shipping a product 
from a remotely located distribution center(Figure l/10-14)including the steps of producing 
output electrical signals representing a packing list for an order of a product by causing an order

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center apparatus located at an order center to change input digital electrical signals into the 
output digital electrical signals(Figure l/10)(col 2 lines 51-55), the order center apparatus 
including a computer having a processor(Figure l/12)(col 2 lines 55-57), the processor 
electrically connected to a memory device for storing and retrieving machine readable signals in 
the memory device,(Figure l/14)(col 2 lines 57-62) to an input device for receiving input data 
and converting the input data into the input electrical signals, and to an output device for 
receiving the output electrical signals, and wherein the processor is controlled by a computer 
program to implement the step of producing and assigning shipping information signals to the 
order with a digital electrical computer shipping apparatus, linking, by digital communication(col 
3 lines 27-29)(Figure 10/130), the signals representing the packing list with the shipping 
information signals; transmitting the signals representing the packing list to, and receiving the 
signals representing the packing list at a printer device at a distribution center located remotely 
from the order center(col 13 lines 9-19)(Fig 10/134) printing the packing list at the printer device 
at the distribution center and shipping the product specified by the packing list, in accordance 
with the shipping information signals, from the distribution center.Green discusses the product 
description(Fig 12).Green further discloses the individual contents of the packages by 
individualized elements(Fig 3). as well as individualized identities(Fig 4)(Fig 5)(Fig 10) as well 
as scanning individual items by product codes for identification(col 7 lines 49-55)(col 8 lines 
17-20)(col 12 line 38-col 13 line 35).In addition to that taught by Green, Blinn also teaches an 
order processing module for orders for identified specific products(Fig 10) and their respective 
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identifications(Fig 15A)(col 12 line 8-34)(col 14 lines 36-61)(col 17 line 64-col 18 line 24)(col 
23 line 24-50). Blinn teaches providing order tracking and delivery information over the Internet 
for waybill shipping in accordance with the order(Fig l/104/100)(Fig 

2/124/122/123/125/129/130/13 l/132)(Fig 8)(Fig 10/1 29/1 25/1 22)(Fig 14)(col 3 line 46-col 4 line 
26)(col 8 lines l-7)(col 12 lines 8-56)(Fig 12)(col 17 line 18-41).Blinn further teaches tax 
processing including refunds(Fig 2/132). In addition to that taught by Blinn, Caveney further 
teaches a shipping method incorporating transmitting from a shipping location computer a 
packing record identifying an individual container and the items contained therein to a 
programmable computer located at a shipping destination of the container( Abstract) such that as 
a container is received at a shipping destination a bar code on the container can be entered into 
the computer database and used to identify the container packing record for the customer and all 
the items contained within the container(Abstract)(Fig l)(Fig 2) .Caveney teaches executing a 
computer program to compare the bar codes of the items recorded in the container packing 
records for the received container with the items in the customer order list(Fig 2) and recording 
in the database of the shipping location computer the barcodes of the shipping container andthe 
items shipped in the contaioner to define a container packing record(Fig l)(col 1 line 25-col 2 
line 4). In addition to that taught by Caveney, Pool further teaches customs records and charges 
on international transactions(Fig IB/1 85/1 87/1 88/1 86/140/142/134). Pool further teaches that an 
international shopping and transaction system for Internet shopping incorporate funds transfer 
and shipping information for every leg of the journey(col 3 line 60-col 4 line 31) as well as 
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transport and insurance charges(col 7 line 28-col 9 line 20).Pool teaches customs duties and 
rtecording of such in the international transaction(col 10 line 64-col 12 line 45). It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine Green in view of 
Blinn to teach the above. The motivation for this is to describe an on line ordering and delivery 
system for customer orders having a plurality of components configured to create and process 
and order as delineated by Blinn(col 4 lines l-7).It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to combine Green in view of Blinn and further in view of 
Caveney. The motivation to combine is to teach an on line oredering and delivery system for 
customers where a recording is made of the shipped container indicia and identification indicia of 
items shipped in the container as a container package record as enunciated by Caveney(col 39- 
43).It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to combine 
Green in view of Blinn in view of Caveney and further in view of Pool to teach the applicant's 
disclosure. The motivation to combine is to teach an on line oredering and delivery system for 
customers where a recording is made of the shipped container indicia and which permits a buyer 
to go shopping by computer anywhere in the world as delineated by Pool(col 2 lines 60-63). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
